Bt.at.rd. because the men disobeyed 
an order of the mayor issued S a t­ 
urday prohibiting the men from car­ 
rying 
banners which he 
believed 
Would interfere, he said, with the 
welfare of the people on the street. 
Th<* banners, nine in number, pro­ 
tested 
against 
the 
purchase 
of 
Japanese-m ade 
goods 
and 
al:o 
against 
war. 
The 
banners 
were 
taken to the police station. 
The 
men were released on their own 
recognizance last night. 
During 
the 
trial 
this 
morning 
Mavor Charles 
E 
M cGrath 
said 
th at, 
officially, 
the 
wording 
on 
the banners had nothing to do with 
the ease, and the sole purpose of 
his order was in connection with 
traffic conditions. 
The men 
who appeared 
before 
His Honor stated th at they carried 
the banners in the hope of bring- \ 
mg their hum anitarian appeal to 
the people and of securing public­ 
ity. 
Mayor Charles E. M cGrath as­ 
serted that he was not in discord 
vi rh 
propaganda 
against 
Japan, 
but declared th at any police order 
tie issued must be obeyed. 
Attorney John S. Powers appeared 
for the defendants. 
He contended 
t he men were not guilty of disor- 
derly conduct 
because 
they 
had 
raised no disorder, such as loud- 
shouting or other boisterous noise, j 
No complaints, he argued, was made 
against them, so far as evidence 
showed. 
It was then th at the mayor ex­ 
plained that the charge had 
de­ 
veloped from the refusal of the men, 
who carried the banners, to obey a 
police order. 
He said he had pre­ 
viously warned the men. 
The mayor also said 
th at 
last 
night, the police headed by Chief 
Ralph A. Criswell had asked the 


.m en not to carry the banners and 
j w hen the request was not obeyed, 
arrests resulted. 
Attorney Powers declared th at in 
his opinion the charge would not be 
upheld and asked th at the mayor 
and the city attorneys submit the 
ra.se as stated to the courts for a 
decision. 
The mayor found nine of the men 
guilty and replied th at any future 
legal action 
would have to come 
from the defendant's attorneys. 
His Honor also said he desired it 
understood that the propaganda on 
the banners had nothing to do with 
the case, adding that 
the 
arrests 
grew out of the m en’s refusal to 
obey the order he issued. 
In answer to a question Mayor 
M cGrath stated th at there would be 
no objection to the men wearing 
signs on their person because in his

The damaged floor was re­ 
paired, and new stock was secured 
to replace th at wdiich was damaged. 
He expected to be open for business 
this afternoon. 
In the meantime, all the damaged 
stock was moved to the second floor 
of the building, where it will be ap ­ 
praised by insurance adjusters and 
settlem ent of the loss will be made 
later. 
Mr. Dickinson estimated this 
morning that the loss would reach 
$10,000 or a little more. 
The fumes which caused the fire­
